FOUND ix THE

in the mountains, between Mineral King 
ami the headwaters, of King's river. 
Tho 


sound portions of the timber resemble cam- 
phor wood, and it is said still retains a faint 
smell. 
Tho fastenings are of copier; the 


riggiiig, etc., are ( f cotitse all gone. A 
number of bones, supposed to be human, 
were also found in the vicinity, and upon 
the adjacent slopes there is abundant evi- 
dence of the pruvii us occupations of tbo 
waters in the shape of shells, as well as the 
occasional finding of petrified fish. That 
this valley has at one lime boon an inland 
sea is admitted by apologists, but that those 
waters were navigated by Colonial seamen 
one or two thousand years ago lias never 
been claimed, even by tho Chinese them- 
selves. 
But these same [leoplo do claim to 


have been Urn original discoverers of this 
country, and Ibis find seems to give color to 
tho claim. It has also been claimed by 
them that vessels of tboirs have been wreck- 
ed on this coast, and that portions of llio 
crew have retttined lo China ; but that the 
wreck itself should be located, and that this 
location should prove to lie in T ularo coun- 
ty, is surely an interesting fact, inviting the 
inspection of the curious and the solution 
Of tho scientific.
